New Defiance 
From Tito to 
The Russians 


Refuses to Bow 
To Soviet as to 
Farm Program 


BELGRADE, Yugoslavia, Sept. 12. 
—(£>)—Premier Marshal Tito flung 
new defiance into the teeth of the 
Russian bear today. 


Yugoslavia, he declared, '''steeled 


by 
tremendous 
experiences" in 


World War II, is ready to over- 
come any present troubles as it did 
past ones. 


The premier, Prince Target ot 


Moscow and the cominform as a 
heretic from Marxism, addressed 
a group of engineers and workers 
from a motor factory at Na Rako- 
vica, near here. 
They came to 


Belgrade to show him three types 
of tractors they developed in the 
country's 
industrialization cam- 


paign—the very campaign which 
so irks Moscow. 


Tito has refused to bow to Mos- 


cow's orders to concentrate on an 
agrarian economy, just-as he re- 
fused to head Moscow's orders to 
step up collectivization of farms. 
His thus far successful rebellion 
against Moscow domination in 
these and other aspects now show 
signs o! being copied in other 
Communistic countries. 


In his brief talk, Tito told the 


group their efforts provided the 
best answer to foreign "inventions 
and lies" about Socialist develop- 
ment of Yugoslavia. The account 
was carried by the Communist 
newspaper Borba. 
Ready for Defense 
Rallying to Tito's standard, his 


navy informed him today it is 
ready to defend the nation against 
any attacks, "regardless iC they 
come from east or west—regard- 
less whether they 
are' 
led 
by 


Churchill or Stalin." 


This telegram came to Tito in 


the name of officers and men of 
the navy, and it denounced the 
cominform's anti-Yugoslav cam- 
paign as a dirty but futile attempt 
to interfere with this with 
this 


country's internal affairs. 


'•Such insults and such hostile 


attitudes cannot frighten us," the 
telegram said. "We are convinced 
victory will be ours- because we 
are defending the just cause, be- 
cause we are faithful to the teach- 
ings of Marx and Lenin." 


Tito and his Yugoslav Commu- 


nists lay claim to being better 
Communists than Stalin and his 
Russian ones. 


Saturday's revelation that Hun- 


gaiy had jailed eight top party 
men for trying to overthrow the 
Kremlin-controlled 
g o v ernment 


was taken here as the latest evi- 
dence that important persons in 
the satellite countries would like 
;o follow Yugoslavia's example. 


Along with other incidents, it is 


considered to show wide-spread 
resentment 
in 
Eastern Europe 


over Russia's economic exploita- 
tion of the small "people's democ- 
racies."

Patrol, which conducted an inves- 
tigation that he was attempting 
to pass a truck and two cars 
during the downpour of rain. He, 
said he saw the other car ap- 
proaching from the opposite di- 
rection and took to the left shoul- 
der but it was too late to avoid 
the collision.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 12—(fl5)— 


President Truman is expected to 
wait a while before naming a new 
supreme court justice to take the 
place of the late Wiley Rutledge. 


Especially he is expected to 


wait if his choice is Attorney 
General Howard McGrath — as 
most political observers anticipate. 
McGrath has been attorney gen- 
eral for less than three weeks 
and Mr. Truman may want to 
jeep him in the justice depart- 
ment for a time. 


The next term of the supreme 


court will open October 3, but it 
is not essential that all its nine 
places be filled at the start. As 
it is, there will be one newcomer 


•former attorney general Tom 


Clark. 


When Clark was appointed to 


the court and McGrath was nam- 
ed to succeed him as attorney 
general, the understanding around 
Washington was that McGrath 
tiad next call on a supreme court 
vacancy. 


That vacancy was created by 


the death Saturday night of Jus- 
tice Rutledge at York, Me., fol- 
lowing a cerebral hemorrhage. 
Rutledge's death came less than 
iwo months after that of Justice 
Frank Murphy, whose spot Clark 
will now take over. 


Rutledge was the eighth and 


last man appointed to the su- 
preme court by President Roose- 
velt. On the court, he and Mur- 
phy were often lined up in vot- 
.ng with Justices Black and Doug- 
.as. 
On occasion, Justice Reed 


or Justice Frangfurter voted with 
ihem to make a majority. Law- 
yers regarded Rutledge and Mur- 
phy as the court's most ardent 
iberals of recent years. 


Funeral 
services 
for Justice 


Rutledge will be held at 2 p. m. 
EST Wednesday at the Washing- 
:on Unitarian church, which he 
attended. The body was brought 
from New England last night.

and insurance but not wages. This 
is expected to set a national pat- 
tern. 
Companies Accept 
Steel industry's big five ac- 


De- 
cisions on the fact-finders' recom- 
mendations are expected from the 
more than 60 steel companies as 
soon as officers and boards of di- 
rectors finish studying the report. 


Murray, spearheading labor's 


drive for a fourth round pay 
boost, headed the steelworkers ex- 
ecutive board in its Hotel Shera- 
ton meeting. The board is made 
up of international officers and 
33 district directors. 
The wage 


policy committee includes

closed doors of the meeting room. 


Murray shook hands with sev- 


eral district directors at the close 
of the meeting.

White House Resorted to 
Pressure and Police-state 
Tactics to Protect Vaughan 


By Robert S, Allen 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 12 — White House in- 


timates say President Trurran is taking the 
battle over Maj. Gen. Harry Vaughan more 
seriously than the fight over government re- 
organization, arms for the North Atlantic Pact 
or any of the main planks on the Fair Deal 
program. 


Before Vaughan testified, President Truman 


personally coached him on every possible ques- 
tion the senators could ask 
Vaughan's state- 


ment was rewritten three times and reduced 
from 20-odd pages of vitriol to a reasonable 
length. 
The president also urged his military 


aide to be all sweetness and light, not to lose 
his temper, never to insult the senators, never 
to mention his critics by name. 


Mr. Truman was chiefly worried over any 


probing of Vaughan compaign contributions, 
since the haphazard general had insisted on by- 
passing the Democratic national committee and 
worked direct with Louis Johnson. How much 
Vaughan jaised in the last campaign probably 
he himself doesn't know, but some insiders 
estimate it at around $100,000, from all sorts of 
sources. 
Folice-Staiigm 
The White House has leally been using 


police-state methods in connection with the 
Vaughan investigation. 
Not only do senators 


have a pretty good idea that their phones are 
being tapped, but" certain witnesses and investi- 
gators have been subjected to pressure. 


Francis Flannigan, ace investigator for the 


Senate committee, got a threat from Trumanite 
Charles Clark, formerly attached to the Tru- 
man committee. 
Clark now draws ,$1,000 a 


month as lobbyist for Franco Spain, and is on 
Intimate terms with the White House. 


Congressman Schafer of Michigan, Republican, 


also says he got a threatening phone call from 
the White House immediately after his public 
statement that General Vaughan should be 
court-martialed. Others who have tangled with 
General Vaughan also have strangely back- 
tracked, with the appearance of having been 
either threatened or politically bribed. 


for instance, Col. Wm. Lee, who got into a 


scuttle with John Maragon in Rome and was 
subsequently reprimanded and demoted, at first 
told newsmen that the army crackdown came 
as a result of the Maragon incident. Lee even 
put this in writing, while the official text of his 
reprimand specifically cites the Maragon inci- 
dent. 


Despite these written statements, however, 


Colonel Lee suddenly backtracked, said he 
didn't really think his demotion resulted from 
the Maragon incident. The reversal had all the 
•armarks of a quick and powerful reminder 
from Washington that he would be up for pro- 
motion again soon. 


The behavior of Judge James McGranery of 


Philadelphia is also interesting. 
In 1946, Mc- 


Granery, assistant to the attorney general, was 
sor« at Truman because he wanted a circuit 
court judgeship and Truman would only ap- 
point him to the district bench. At that time 
McGranery told this writer, who was in his 
office when General Vaughan phoned, that the 
general sought to intervene in the W. T. Burton 


< case in New Orleans, Burton having been in- 
J dieted for bribing a jury. 
1 
Today, McGranery, a U. S. district judge 


I and a Catholic, cherishes an ambition to fill 
| the next vacancy on the supreme court. Short- 
I ly after Catholic Justice Frank Murphy died, 


McGranery even made a special trip to the 
White House. 
And now with the death of 


Justice Hutledge last week, McGranery denies 
that General Vaughan had ever intervened in 
the Burton jury-bribing case in New Orleans 
FDR on Loyalty* 
When Franklin Roosevelt was president of 


the United States, he applied to government 
the same strategy a militaj-y commander ap- 
plies to his men in the field. If a member of 
his administration became a liability, made too 


* many enemies in congress, Roosevelt eased him 


out — even though they wen; intimate friends 


' just as a military commander sometimes has 


to desert men in the field. 


Rexford Tugwell, once summarized it this 


' way, to friends when he lesigned as under- 


secretary of agriculture: 


"A general in battle can't afford to go into 


the front-line trench. He's got to stay behind at 


: staff headquarters. When his subordinates be- 
, come casualties, they either get shipped back to 
; hospitals or get buried. No commander can hold 


up a war because of them. 


"In the battle over pure food and drug ad- 


vertising," continued Tugwell with no bitter- 
ness, "I was carrying out Roosevelt's ideas But 
it was much better for me to take the rap and 


' let him stay behind the political firing line. 


All the advertisers in the country, plus the 


. newspapers, are now sore at me and it's bet- 


ter for the chief if I now resign." 


Harry Truman, however, believes in getting 


into the front-line trenches, regardless of po- 
litical shot arid shell and taking just as much 
criticism as his wounded subordinates. 
It's a 


' line personal quality, but seriously impedes his 


political program. 
And after all, Truman was 


elected on the basis of his program, not be- 
cause of his ability to defend a bumbling major 
general.

Executive's Wage Scale Plan 
Ties Earnings to Productivity 


By Bruce BJossat 


Few business leaders take the time to fashion 


comprehensive programs for the nation's future 
economic welfare. They usually confine them- 
selves to decrying government regulation, high 
taxes and the growth of the federal payroll. 


So it is news that Lewis S. Rosentiel, chair- 


man of the board of Schenley Industries, has 
worked up something a little more imaginative. 
He calls it his plan for "sustained prosperity." 


Like his brother executives, Rosenstiel wants 


to see taxes reduced to provide business with 
greater incentive. But there the parallel seems 
to end. 


He believes we should shoot for a $300,000,- 


000,000 national income by 1954. Tax cuts, he 
says, will help spur business to achieve that 
level. But he acknowledges that meantime our 
government's heavy foreign and domestic com- 
mitments make it likely that federal outlays 
will be greater than ever before in peacetime. 


Rosenstiel is willing to see the nation under- 


take deficit financing until income pulls up to 
$300,000,000,000. At that time, he argues, taxes 
even at lower rates should be producing about 
$50,000,00,00 in yearly revenue — enough to 
balance the budget. 


The Schenley official has other original no- 


tions. He proposes a 5 per cent wage increase 
nationally for the next five years. But to off- 
set this advance he would call also for an an- 
nual boost of 4 per cent in production per man 
hour for the same period. 


In other words the worker would get more 


money in a not quite even trade for more effi- 
cient output, he getting somewhat the better of 
the bargain. 


If labor has had any pronounced reaction to 


this proposal, it has not been loudly voiced. 
Whatever its merits, it at least ought to provide 
a basis for discussion in any future general 
labor-management conferences. Labor has tried 
tying wages to the cost of living but hasn't liked 
the experiment. It might find more permanence 
in benefits linked to higner productivity. 


Rosenstiel thinks his wage plan would help 


raise national income by hiking consumption. 
He insists businessmen will enjoy greater pro- 
fits despite payment of steadily higher wages. 


In the foreign field, his proposals seem en- 


lightened though less strikingly original. 
He 


favors continued U. S. financial aid to friendly 
countries, sounder and more flexible arrange- 
ments for investment of U. S. capital abroad, 
and policies aimed at encouraging higher wages 
in foreign lands. 


Probably only an economic soothsayer could 


detect the real worth of Rostiel's program, short 
of a full trial. But of any business leader who 
sees fit to rip it to shreds, it seems proper to 
ask: "Just what do you propose, sir?" 


Reaping the Harvest 


The cost of war is in tanks and guns and 


planes; in ships sent to the ocean bottom; lives 
lost and limbs shattered on the battlefield; fam- 
ilies disrupted, homes destroyed, starvation and 
poverty run rampant. 


The cost is also in broken minds and in ef- 


fects that come long after the fighting is over. 


We haven't a psychiatrist's report yet, but it's 


likely that war broke the mind of the young 
Camden, N, J., veteran who went berserk with 
a German Luger pistol the other day. 


The effect that came long after; death to 13 


persons whose only offense apparently was in 
being in the young man's path that fatal mo- 
ment four years and four months after the end 
of the war he knew in Europe.

Cortisone Holds 
Promise For Gout 
Victims; Time 
Will Tell 


ANY articles have already 
been written about the re- 


markable effects in rheumatoid 
(the crippling) arthritis and rheu- 
matic lever of a hormone original- 
ly obtained from the adrenal glanc 
known as compound E, or corti- 
sone. This hormone and anothei 
obtained from the pituary gland 
known, as ACTH appear to relieve 
the'symptoms of rheumatoid arth- 
ritis, rheumatic fever, and gout 
They do this promptly and appar- 
ently 
almost 
completely. 
Why 


they do it, however, is not well 
understood as yet. 


In most cases the symptoms for 


which compound E or cortisone is 
given return just as badly as be- 
fore immediately or soon after the 
injections are stopped. Also, no 
one yet knows how much of these 
hormones should be given or how 
long they can be continued with 
safety to the patient. 
In other 


words, it is not yet certain wheth- 
er cortisone is safe to give in quan- 
tities which will produce relief or 
whether it can be given for long 
periods of time without producing 
other conditions as bad or worse 
than those which one is trying to 
relieve. 
PROHIBITORY EXPENSE 
T cannot be emphasized too 


much also that cortisone is just 


not available except in extremely 
small quantities, It is still being 
experimented with and is exceed- 
ingly expensive although there is 
hope that the quantity will be 
increased and the expense de- 
creased within a year. 


At present, however, scientists 


and physicians should be allowed 
to continue their investigations of 
these extremely 
powerful sub- 


stances without too much pressure 
from the suffering patient who 
must wait 
until 
the necessary 


testing has been done. Unless this 
happens, much harm may be done 
to many patients and a serious 
delay develop in solving the many 
scientific problems which still re- 
main.

What's phosphorus to a pig?

Just a half a pound of your 250-lb. pig is 
phosphorus. This seems a small amount. 
But without it, your pig would die. And 
there are other minerals just as vital to 
livestock. Some they need in quite large 
amounts ... calcium and sodium as well as 
phosphorus. Others we call trace elements. 
These they need in very small amounts ... 
such as cobalt, iron, copper and manganese. 


But your animals do need these trace ele- 


ments. The people at the agricultural col- 
leges have proved that past aU doubt. Some 
minerals are a "must" if you want to raise 
healthy, fast-gaining cattle. That goes for 
lambs and hogs, too. For example, these 
men find that grass and grains in Dade 
County, Florida, are short-of copper and 
iron. Clallam County, Washington, needs 
iodine to check goiter. They know that San 
Diego -County, California, hasn't enough 
phosphorus. In Arpostook County, Maine, 
the scarce mineral is cobalt. Ranchers and 
farmers in these four corners of the country 
have this problem. Their feeds and forages 
are short o/ one or more vital minerals. Many 
other areas share the problem, including 
parts of the great Corn Belt. 


But you ask, "How can I spot animals 


which suffer from mineral shortage?" It's 
not too easy. If the lack is serious, your 
stock may have rickets, "big neck," anemia 
or other ailments. But there are some early 
symptoms you can spot. These are bone chew- 
ing, loss of appetite, slow gains, rough and 
scrubby coats. Or just a general unthrifty con- 
dition gives you the clue. If you start feeding a 
mineral which contains the essential trace ele- 
ments, you may bring them around fast. But if 
this doesn't work, then you should consult your 
veterinarian, county agent or agricultiiral college. 


The common mineral deficiencies in your area 


are known. By feeding mineral-balanced rations, 
you can correct these lacks. Or you can build up 
the mineral content of the soil. Either, or both, 
of these will help you grow healthier livestock, 
at a lower cost.

Supplemental Mineral for 


Wintering Range Ewes 


by William H. Burkitt 
Montana State College 


Thirteen mineral elements are 
known to be necessary for nor- 


mal functioning of an animal body. However, this' 
does not mean that all 13 must be supplied in a. 
mineral mixture. Many of them are present, under 
usual feeding conditions, in sufficient amounts for 
breeding ewes. Those lacking in Montana include 
sodium and chlorine (salt), iodine, phosphorus, and 
possibly cobalt. 


Lack of sufficient iodine in the ration of pregnant 


ewes results in lambs being born with "big neck" 
(goiter). Thin wool in lambs may also result. If 
dead or weak lambs have shown "big neck" or thin 
wool at birth in past years, stabilized iodized salt 
should definitely be fed the ewes this winter. 


Phosphorus deficiency may exist in wintering 


range ewes, particularly if there is little or no sup- 
plemental feeding. Abortions and weak lambs may 
result from deficient phosphorus., Pregnant ewes 
should have from 0.16% to 0.18% phosphorus "in 
their feed. Many grass hays and mature range 
grasses contain less than 0.15% phosphorus and 
some contain as low as 0.04% phosphorus. Bone 
meal, defluorinated rock phosphates, and mono- 
sodium phosphate are satisfactory sources of phos- 
phorus. Palatability and consumption may be'im- 
proved by mixing with salt. 


Cobalt is believed to be needed by micro- 


organisms in the paunch. A lack results in loss of 
appetite, less feed consumption, and eventually 
starvation. A possible cobalt deficiency may be 
guarded against by mixing 1 ounce of cobalt salt 
with each 100 pounds of stock salt. Cobalt carbonate, 
chloride, or sulfate are all satisfactory. (Editor's note: 
The principles of nutrition discussed above apply to 
most kinds'of livestock and in all parts of ibe country^

money to spend on food during the fall 
months than in February, when fewer 
meat animals are being marketed. . 


Since beef and lamb is largely a fresh- 


meat business, there's a lot of meat to eat 
during the fall months. Consequently1, since 
consumers have no more money to spend, 
meat prices have to be lowered. And that's 
just what happens, as it usually does with 
an increased amount of meat to be sold and 
no increase in the amount of money with 
which to buy it. 'T'b.ese lower meat prices 
are most noticeable, of course, in the large i 
consuming centers where surplus supplies 
always can be moved at a price:. 
Naturally, then, livestock prices follow 


meat prices. Producers should keep in 
mind that the prices they receive for their 


livestock are governed by what the packer can get for 
the meat and the by-products. This is perfectly dem- 
onstrated, as we have pointed out above, when 
the price for one kind of cattle, in short supply, is 
moving up at the same time that prices of other 
cattle, in heavy supply, are moving down.

Dr. Caroline Rant in Probe of 
Mysteries of the Yeast Cells 


A picture of Dr. Caroline Raut, 


daughter of Alfred Raut, a for- 
mer Sedalian, and niece of Irwin 
Raut, 703 West Seventh street, ap- 
peared in The Daily Free Press, 
Southern 
Ilhnoian, Carbondale, 


111., recently as a member of a 
team of scientists, Dr. Carl and 
Gertrude Lindengren, 
who 
are 


probing 
the 
mysteries of yeast 


cells. Dr. Raut worked with the 
Lmdegrens in Washington univer- 
sity in St. Louis, and then went 
with them to the Southern Illinois 
university. 


The team of scientists was joined 


by Dr. Shiomo Hestrm, lecturer at 
the medical school of the Hebrew 
university of Jerusalem for two 
weeks this summer to compare 
notes on the study of yeast. Dr. 
Hestrin was finishing a two year 
study of the subject in the United 
States. 


In their studies about yeast sev- 


eral important facts have been 
verified and some new facts have 
been uncovered which may lead 
to new ideas about the 
subtle 


chemical changes between living 
and non-living matter. One rea- 
son they have studied yeast is that 
a generation of yeast can pass in 
an hour to 90 minutes 


Pass Coloring to Cells 
They have found through many 


generations of yeast that the little 
cells are in many ways similar to 
human beings. 
Red coloring is 


passed from cell to cell in the 
same way red hair is passed from 
father and mother to children in 
human beings. 


They have made discoveries that 


might later make a revolution in 
baking and other industrial pro- 
cesses dependent on yeast's capa- 
city for fermentation of sugar. 


They have also mated two yeast 


families and gotten new varieties 
After rinding out that yeast actu- 
ally passes on family characteris- 
tics in the same way people do, 
Dr. Lmclegren began checking on 
how it was done. He suspected 
that the way a cell grew that what 
it ate depended upon an unknown 
part of every cell, the gene. 


Nobody has ever seen a gene 


Scientists have pictures of chron- 
osomes which are small ribbons 
of cells and which have stripes on 
them 
They have measured the 


stripes and are pretty sure that 
these stripes or genes have some- 
thing to do with what the off- 
spring of a yeast cell will look 
like and act like.

Middlecoff, who said he was quit- 
ting the tournament after carding 
a 76 Monday and then changed 
his mind, also shot a 71. It was 
his third straight sub-par round 
and gave the Memphis dentist 
a 285 total. 
He tied for third 


place with Dave Douglas of Ne- 
wark, Del. 
Each won S550. 


Douglas came up with the finest 


round of the tournament, a 6- 
unde'r-par-66 that tied the course 
record set by Walter Blevins, of 
Kansas City, last year. 


Bo Wininger, Oklahoma A. snd 


M. star from Guthrie, Olda., top- 
ped the amateurs with a 288, even 
par for 72 holes. 
He shot a 73 


yesterday. 


Tied For Runner-up Honors 
Amateurs Frank Stranahan of 


Toledo, O., and Robert Kosten of 
Kansas C'ty, taied for runner-up 
honors with 291, but Kosten beat 
Stranahan on the first hole in a 
sudden death playoff for the sec- 
ond place amateur award. 


Other players among the top 


20 included Tex Consolver, Wi- 
chita, with a 283 total; Leland 
Gibson, Kansas City 289; Bob 
Harris, Oklahoma City 292; La- 
bron Harris, Stillwater, Okla. 293; 
and amateur Loddie Kempa, Still- 
water.

Gibson finished in tenth 


place, Bob Harris in 16th and 
Lebron Harris and Kempa in a 
tie for 20th.
